TO  THE  MAYOR  AND  COUNCIL  OP  THE  BOROUGH  OP  MOSSLEY. 


Mr.  Mayor, Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1971° 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  101,180,  an  increase  of  390°  In 
recent  years  there  has  Been  an  increasing  amount  of  housing  development  in 
the  Borough  and  with  future  proposals  already  outlined,  it  seems  likely  that 
the  population  of  the  Borough  will  continue  to  increase  over  the  next  few 
years.  In  fact,  1971  was  the  first  year  in  which  the  population  was  over 
10,000  since  1959 »  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  this  upward  trend  will  continue. 

The  number  of  live  births  decreased  by  seven  over  the  previous  year, 
there  being  1 87  live  births  reported.  There  were  two  infant  deaths,  both  of 
which  occurred  on  the  first  day  of  life  and  the  resulting  infant  mortality 
rate  was  eleven  per  thousand.  This  is  below  the  national  rate,  but  when 
dealing  with  small  numbers  a  difference  of  one  or  two  in  the  actual  number 
of  deaths  can  produce  a  dramatic  change  in  the  rate  per  thousand.  Never¬ 
theless,  it  is  pleasing  to  see  the  figure  so  low.  In  addition,  there  was 
one  still  birth  reported. 

The  death  rate  in  the  Borough,  when  corrected,  was  slightly  above  the 
national  average,  though  in  fact  there  were  only  123  deaths  within  the 
Borough.  Table  3  gives  a  summary  of  the  main  causes  of  death  and  once  again 
heart  disease  (particularly  coronary  thrombosis),  strokes  and  cancers  were 
the  main  groups  of  causes.  You  will  note  that  of  the  cancer  deaths  a  third 
was  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  and  all  these  lung  cancer- 
deaths  were  in  males. 

There  were  only  14  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year.  Of  these  there  were  six  cases  of  measles,  but  one  hesitates 
at  this  stage  to  attribute  this  low  figure  to  the  immunisation  scheme.  Gener¬ 
ally  speaking  the  immunisation  rate  in  Mossley  is  very  good  as  far  as  diph¬ 
theria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  is  concerned,  but  immunisation  against 
measles  has,  generally,  in  the  South  East  Lancashire  area  not  been  as  popular 
with  mothers. 

In  the  past  measles  has  tended  to  show  a  peak  incidence  every  second  year 
and  the  figures  for  the  whole  of  the  year  suggest  that  the  overall  incidence 
of  measles  is  decreasing,  but  that  the  pattern  of  the  disease  as  far  as  bi¬ 
annual  peaks  are  concerned  is  tending  to  change.  To  see  the  full  effect  of 
this  immunisation  programme  we  will  have  to  wait  for  some  years. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  nuch  talk  of  change,  both  in  the  local 
government  areas  and  in  the  Health  and  Social  Services.  Already  by  April  of 
1971  most  of  the  country  had  set  up  separate  Social  Service  Departments  to 
replace  the  old  Welfare,  Mental  Health,  Home  Help,  Children's  and  Day  Nursery 
services.  This  was  in  order  to  provide  a  unified  service  for  the  public,  but 
in  the  Lancashire  area  the  services  were  already  combined  with  the  Health 
Department  Services.  Consequently  the  County  were  given  extra  time  in  which 
to  re-organise  and  although  the  services  were  not  in  being  by  the  end  of  1971 
much  of  the  work  had  been  done  with  a  view  to  their  being  started  from  the 
1st  April,  1972. 
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At  the  tine  of  writing  this  letter  these  changes  have  already  come 
about o  The  other  imminent  change  is  that  of  the  re-organisation  of  the 
Health  Services  and  it  is  likely  that  the  report  for  1972,  when  it  is  pro¬ 
duced,  will  be  the  last  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspect or .  Various  documents  have  been 
published  during  the  year  which  have  given  us  broad  outlines  of  what  we 
might  expect  from  this  now  unified  service  and  it  seems  likely  that  the 
statutory  post  of  medical  officer  of  health  will  cease  to  exist  with  effect 
from  the  1st  April,  1974°  Prom  then  on  all  medical  services,  including 
those  of  the  personal  health  services  now  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
together  with  general  practitioner  services  and  the  hospital  services  will 
come  under  a  new  body  -  the  Area  Health  Board  -  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
area  covered  by  this  new  Area  Health  Board  will  be  similar  to  that  covered 
by  the  new  local  authority  which  will  come  into  being  on  the  same  date. 

Whilst  at  this  stage  it  is  only  possible  to  give  these  broad  outlines 
it  is  likely  that  by  the  time  the  next  annual  report  is  produced,  many  of 
the  details  of  the  new  set-up  will  be  available. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  given  to  me  during  the 
year,  and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers, 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  co-operation  and  assist¬ 
ance  .

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COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1971,  along  with  some 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report. 

TABLE  I  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  the  death-rate,  the  stillbirth-rate, 
the  maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
for  1971  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for  the  five 
previous  years,  while  in 

TABLE  II  -  the  comparative  rates  back  to  1946  are  given . 

The  birth-rate  of  18.4  per  1,000  population  is  lower  than  last  year's 
rate  (19*8)  whilst  the  death-rate  of  12.1  compares  with  15*4* 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  21.2  for  Mossley  and  the  adjusted  death- 
rate  of  12.8  both  exceed  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of 
16 .0  and  11.6  respectively. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 


There  was  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  1 1  per  1,000  related  live  births 
compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.  It  will  be  realised 
that  when  numbers  are  small,  considerable  fluctuations  may  take  place  from 
year  to  year.  The  rate  over  the  past  five  years  is  22. 

TABLE  III  -  shows  that  there  were  123  deaths  and  it  analyses  them  by 

cause  and  sex.  Cancer  was  named  on  the  death  certificate  in 
1 6%  of  all  deaths.  There  was  one  death  due  to  tuberculosis.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1971® 

DRAINAGE  AND  SPLIT RAGE 

103  new  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  during 
the  year.  All  drain  connections  axe  examined  prior  to  filling  in,  but 
connections  to  the  public  sewers  are  made  by  the  Council,  or  by  contractors 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Council. 

Heavy  rain  on  the  loth  October  caused  some  flooding  due  to  storm 
debris  blocking  culvert  entrances.  The  debris  was  cleared  away  so  that  the 
flood-water  could  subside. 

A  subsidence  in  Cheshire  Street  revealed  a  large  cavity  caused  by 
erosion  from  a  collapse  in  the  1 00-years o 16.  sewer.  The  escaping  sewage  had 
been  polluting  a  nearby  watercourse*  Repairs  were  nearing  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

22  blockages  in  public  sewers  have  been  cleared,  and  a  broken  sewer  in 
Audley  Street  has  been  repaired*  A  manhole  cover  has  been  renewed  in 
Stamford  Road*  .  .  •- 

Approximately  55  houses  situated  mainly  in  outlying  parts  of  the

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SEWAGE  WORKS o 


The  Council's  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Weir  Mill  and  Black  Rock  at 
the  lowest  point  in  the  area.  The  works  were  reconstructed  in  1955/56  and 
additional  work  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  storm  water  was  carried 
out  in  1961 o  The  works  were  designed  to  give  full  treatment  to  three  times 
the  dry  weather  flow  of  5 00,000  gallons  per  day.  Flow  in  excess  of  three 
times  dry  weather  flow  and  up  to  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  passed  to 
storm  water  tanks .  Flow  in  excess  of  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  screened 
and  discharged  direct  to  the  river. 

The  crude  sewage  is  first  passed  through  duplicate  screening  and 
detritus  tanks,  followed  hy  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus 
tanks.  The  final  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Tame  or  drawn  hy  the 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  for  cooling  purposes  at  the  nearby 
Hartshead  Power  Station.  Sludge  is  pumped  to  digestion  tanks  and  lagoons  are 
provided  for  drying  the  surplus  sludge.  The  dried  sludge  is  used  for  covering 
purposes  on  the  Council’s  tip. 

An  automatic  mechanical  screen  and  conveyor  system  has  been  installed 
during  the  year  to  replace  one  of  the  existing  hand-raked  screens,  and  a  second 
mechanical  screen  has  been  ordered  for  delivery  early  in  1972.  Modifications 
have  been  made  to  the  inlet  channels  to  prevent  the  premature  discharge  of 
sewage  to  the  storm  tanks.  A  section  of  an  old  stone  culvert  which  collapsed 
in  October  at  the  Blackrock  end  of  the  works  was  replaced  by  15-inch  concrete 
pipes . 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the  treatment  of  sludge  from  the  works  at 
the  Ashton  Corporation's  Plantation  Farm  works.  A  sludge  disposal  tanker  has 
been  ordered, to  convey  sludge  from  one  works  to  the  other;  this  vehicle  will 
also  take  digested  sludge  from  the  Ashton  works  and  spray  it  on  to  farm  land 
and  other  suitable  cites. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  is  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  most  parts  of 
the  Borough.  The  supplying  authority  is  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board,  formed 
by  the  amalgamation  of  the  A sht on-unde r-Lyne ,  Oldham  and  Rochdale  water  under¬ 
takings.  The  water  is  upland  surface  water,  augmented  by  artesian  wells. 

Water  is  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  3,959  dwelling- 
houses  with  a  population  of  9 7 9^2  (estimated). 

The  water  mains  were  extended  during  the  year  to  supply  103  new  dwellings. 

46  bacteriological  examinations  of  mains  water  were  made  by  the  supplying 
authority;  44  samples  were  reported  to  be  excellent,  one  was  satisfactory,  and 
one  was  unsatisfactory. 

There  are  29  houses,  with  an  estimated  population  of  73,  which  are  not 
supplied  with  town's  water.  During  the  year  20  samples  of  water  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  were  taken  from  the  private  supplies;  of  these  six  were 
excellent,  two  were  satisfactory  and  twelve  unsatisfactory. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION c 


There  are  some  4,200  movable  (11131/1)1113  and.  six  dry  ash  pits  in  use 
within  the  Borough.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  bins  are  emptied 
each  week  and  the  contents  removed  to  the  Corporation  tip  at  Midge  Hill. 
Refuse  is  also  removed  on  request  from  accessible  parts  of  the  Added 
Micklehurst  area,  the  premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed 
to  meet  the  cost  of  collection.  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated 
situations  where  local  disposal  is  still  practicable.  A  Karrier  Bantam 
and  a  Karrier  Gamecock  are  employed  and  approximately  1,650  motor  loads 
of  household  refuse  are  dealt  with  per  year,  equivalent  to  about  55  tons 
per  week. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  separate  collection  of  bulky  house¬ 
hold  refuse  which  cannot  be  removed  by  the  Karriers. 

Under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council 
have  undertaken  to  provide  bins  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  at  an 
annual  charge  which  is  now  37  pence  per  bin.  The  number  of  bins  provided 
under  this  arrangement  is  1,986.  Many  owners  prefer  to  buy  dustbins. 

During  the  year,  the  Council’s  lorry  was  called  to  319  dwellings  to 
remove  extraordinary  items  of  house  refuse,  comprising  mainly  furniture, 
floor  coverings  and  bedding. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Discussions  which  commenced  in  1969  with  a  view  to  the  construction 
of  a  joint  incinerator  within  the  area  of  the  Oldham  County  Borough  were 
discontinued  when  the  proposed  site  of  the  plant  was  changed  to  the  detri¬ 
ment  of  authorities  lying  South  of  Oldham,  such  as  Mossley.  In  1970  a 
feasibility  study  was  commenced  on  a  proposal  for  an  incinerator  to  serve 
four  to  six  district  Councils  in  the  vicinity  of  Ashton-under-Lyne, 
including  Mossley.  The  report  showed  that  the  six  authorities  would  form 
a  viable  group  for  a  proposal  of  this  kind,  but  the  likely  delay  in  the 
provision  of  the  new  plant  meant  that  several  of  the  authorities  would  have  to 
make  intermediate  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  their  refuse.  Subse¬ 
quently,  it  became  apparent  that  when  the  re-organisat ion  of  local  government 
takes  place  in  1974,  refuse  disposal  will  most  probably  be  a  function  of  the 
metropolitan  county  of  Greater  Manchester,  and  it  was  considered  that  no 
steps  should  be  taken  at  this  time  to  commit  an  authority  not  yet  in  existence. 

In  the  circumstances,  the  Mossley  Council  reached  agreement  with  the 
Saddleworth  U.D.C.  for  the  use  of  the  latter  authority's  tip  at  High  Moor, 
and  it  is  intended  that  the  use  of  these  new  facilities  will  start  in  April, 
1972.  The  Council's  present  tip  at  Midge  Hill  will  then  have  been  in  use 
seven  years. 

S  ANI TARY  ACC  0MM0DATI ON . 

There  are  4,290  fresh  water  closets,  six  waste  water  closets  and  30 
pail  closets.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  3,958. 
There  is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and  the  contents  are 
removed  to  the  Corporation  Yard  and  discharged  into  the  main  sewer  which 
passes  through  the  yard. 

A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water  closets  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  47  (l)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  adopted 
in  November,  1956.  The  total  number  of  water  closets  provided  under  this 
scheme  is  1,151° 
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The  installation  of  new  sanitary  conveniences  in  a  public  house  situated 
outside  the  area  provided  with  main  drainage  was  completed  during  the  year. 

A  septic  tank  and  filter  have  been  constructed  to  treat  the  waste  water  pre¬ 
paratory  to  discharge  into  a  nearby  piped  watercourse. 

An  extensive  improvement  scheme  approved  for  another  public  house  has  been 
held  up  because  of  unresolved  difficulties  in  acquiring  land  required  for  a 
car  park  to  replace  an  existing  small  car  parking  area  on  land  which  will  be 
taken  for  the  extension.  In  the  meantime,  the  brewery  has  provided  a  temporary 
W.C.  for  ladies,  which  cannot  be  incorporated  in  the  improvement  scheme.  The 
premises  at  present  drain  to  a  cesspool,  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  with 
an  adjoining  land-owner  to  enable  main  drainage  to  be  provided. 

MOTOR  VEHICLES. 

15  unwanted  motor  vehicles  have  been  removed  during  the  year,  after  action 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967° 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Following  the  erection  of  a  new  public  convenience  in  Upper  Mossley  in 
1968,  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  re-equipping  of  two  existing  conveniences, 
at  Manchester  Road  and  Cheshire  Street.  The  work  is  likely  to  be  completed  in 
the  summer  of  1972. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  EXPLOSIVES. 


15  licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  a  maximum  quantity  of 
40,000  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit.  One  licence  has  been  granted  for  the 
stoage  of  petroleum  mixture.  Seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  mixed  explosives  (fireworks). 

No  breaches  of  the  regulations  have  been  found.

Though  many  sections  of  this  Act  deal  with  the  care  of  disabled 
persons  and  are  thus  the  concern  of  Health  and  Welfare  Authorities,  there 
are  provisions  relating  to  the  adaptation  of  public  buildings. 

At  the  George  Lawton  Hall  (the  civic  hall  in  Upper  Mossley)  where 
the  main  entrance  is  stepped,  a  ramped  entrance  has  been  constructed  for 
the  use  of  handicapped  persons.  Provision  for  access  and  use  by  such 
persons  is  also  being  made  in  the  proposed  re-equipping  of  two  public 
conveniences,  at  Manchester  Road  and  Cheshire  Street,  planned  for  com¬ 
pletion  in  1972. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Of  the  16  factory  chimneys  in  the  district,  four  are  serving  coal- 
fired  boilers,  and  these  are  all  mechanically-fired.  The  remaining 
chimneys  serve  gas-fired,  coke-fired  and  oil-fired  boilers. 

The  Council^  No.1  smoke  control  order,  covering  an  area  of 
approximately  54  acres  in  Micklehurst,  came  into  effect  in  1962.  There 
are  589  buildings  subject  to  control  in  this  area. 
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The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean 
Air  Council  and  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative 
Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  Noise..  One  lead 
peroxide  instrument  is  in  operation,  at  Lower  Hey  Farm»  The  results  obtained
